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.(57) Abstract: 



PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To 
realize more effective commerce by 
totally controlling commerce 
information separately distributed in 
respective traders. 

SOLUTION: A commerce 
outsourcing center 1 forms CM 
broadcast and CM information 
following the CM broadcast based on 
commerce information controlled in a 
DB 9 based on requests from 
manufacturers 5 of merchandise or 
providers 6 of service, and requests 
for broadcasting to broadcasting 
stations 2. Customers receiving this 
broadcast by a broadcast receiving 
terminal device 10 selects the 
merchandise to purchase based on the 
CM information. CM broadcast 
specifying information or the like to 
indicate merchandise information for 
the selected merchandise and the CM 
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broadcast seen to purchase the 
merchandise is delivered from the 
broadcast receiving terminal device 

10 through a portable terminal device 

1 1 to a terminal device 12 to be sent 
to a computer 8 in the commerce 
outsourcing center 1 with information 
of the customers. A lot of the 
commerce information such as 
merchandise information and 
customer information is thus 
accumulated in the DB 9, thereby 
more effective commerce can be 
realized based on the commerce 
information.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The commerce outsourcing pin center,large which receives the creation request of CM 
information which has the computer which manages commerce information and accompanies CM 
broadcast and its CM broadcast from goods creation origin or service provision origin at least, When 
purchasing goods or service based on the broadcasting station which broadcasts CM information which 
accompanies CM broadcast and this CM broadcast which were created based on said commerce 
information, and CM information which a customer views and listens to said CM broadcast, and 
accompanies this CM broadcast, The commerce distribution system of information characterized by 
having the terminal which sends CM broadcast specific information which specifies said CM broadcast 
at least as commerce information to said commerce outsourcing pin center,large. 

[Claim 2] Said CM information is the commerce distribution system of information according to claim 1 
characterized by any of the service purchase exchange page which supports the purchase of service at 
least based on a goods catalog, the goods purchase exchange page which supports the purchase of goods 
based on a classification goods guidebook and this goods guidebook according to the description of 
goods, a service catalog, the service guidebook classified according to the description of service, or this 
service guidebook, or the thing for which one or more are included. 

[Claim 3] Said commerce outsourcing pin center,large is a commerce distribution system of information 
according to claim 1 characterized by what the broadcast frame for broadcasting CM information which 
accompanies said CM broadcast and its CM broadcast is bought for from said broadcasting station. 
[Claim 4] Said broadcast frame is a commerce distribution system of information according to claim 3 
characterized by what is changed based on the merchandise inventory information on said goods 
creation origin, or the service provision remaining power information on said service provision origin at 
least. 

[Claim 5] Said commerce outsourcing pin center,large is a commerce distribution system of information 
according to claim 1 characterized by what date analysis of said managed commerce information is 
performed, and the analysis result is sent to said goods creation origin or service provision origin, or is 
used in the commerce outsourcing pin center,large itself. 

[Claim 6] The commerce information which said commerce outsourcing pin center,large manages is a 
commerce distribution system of information according to claim 1 characterized by what it is included 
for any of the information about the goods or service which goods or the information about service, said 
customer's attribute data, or said customer purchased they are. 

[Claim 7] Said terminal is a commerce distribution system of information according to claim 1 
characterized by what it is prepared in a customer home or a store, and said CM broadcast specific 
information is sent for to said commerce outsourcing pin center,large through the Internet or a 
communication line as commerce information from said customer home or said store at least. 
[Claim 8] Said commerce outsourcing pin center,large is a commerce distribution system of information 
according to claim 1 characterized by the thing distribute to the store which receives said goods or 
service when a customer purchases said goods or service for the description about the goods or service 
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•i^^r service provision origin created, and s^^u 



which said goods creation origm or service provision origin created, and saffrcustomer enables it to 
receive the support or aftercare about said goods or service for. 

[Claim 9] the time of a customer purchasing goods or service based on said CM information - him - a 
certificate authority - him ~ the commerce distribution system of information according to claim 1 
characterized by what is attested. 

[Claim 10] Receive the request from goods creation origin or service provision origin, and CM 
information which accompanies CM broadcast and its CM broadcast based on the managed commerce 
information is created. The broadcast request of the CM information which accompanies this CM 
broadcast and its CM broadcast is carried out at a broadcasting station. CM broadcast specific 
information which specifies CM broadcast to which the customer viewed and listened at least from the 
terminal used when a customer purchases goods or service based on CM information which views and 
listens to said CM broadcast and accompanies this CM broadcast is received. The commerce 
outsourcing pin center,large characterized by what is managed as said commerce information.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the commerce distribution system of information which 
made it possible to enable circulation of the commerce information between each media and between 
each contractor, and to realize more effective commerce based on the managed commerce information 
by carrying out package management of the commerce information, such as information on CM which 
was circulating independently for every contractor, goods or the information on service, and a 
customer's information. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Conventionally, two or more structure of the commerce using CM existed 

for every media, and existed independently for every goods creation origin or service provision origin. 
[0003] For example, by the structure of the commerce using the Internet, goods creation origin and 
service provision origin establish the website which sale of goods is performed and performs offer of 
service on the Internet, and the so-called Internet store, and carry CM contents about sale of goods or 
offer of service here. A consumer accesses the Internet, accesses the website of this Internet store, 
purchases the goods considered as hope, or requests offer of the service considered as hope. Here, if 
incentives, such as the point, are given and the accumulating totals of the point become behind more 
than the predetermined point whenever a consumer purchases goods depending on the Internet store, 
service exchanged for a gift certificate, a book coupon, etc. is also offered. About the purchased goods, 
direct delivery is carried out to a consumer's origin, or it is once delivered by circulation stores, such as a 
convenience store, and is handed over by the consumer there later. 

[0004] Moreover, by the structure of the commerce using TV (television), radio, and a movie, CM 
broadcast about goods and service which a consumer likes during broadcast of TV, radio, and a movie is 
broadcast. Moreover, by the structure of the commerce using a newspaper and a magazine, CM contents 
about goods and service which a consumer likes in the paper of a newspaper or a magazine are carried. 
If a consumer has the goods which looked at these CM broadcasts and CM contents (hearing it), for 
example, were pleasing, he will opt for purchase, goes to the store on which goods are put directly, and 
purchases, or purchases using the Internet store. 

[0005] Moreover, by the structure of the commerce using data broadcasting, the broadcasting electric- 
wave of terrestrial TV broadcasting or satellite broadcasting service is used, and CM information about 
goods and service which a consumer likes is broadcast. For example, in digital broadcast, the channel 
for data broadcasting which these contents and CM broadcast which consist of an image and voice are 
broadcast, and also sends information is prepared independendy. CM information, such as shopping 
information which accompanies these contents and CM broadcast, is broadcast using this data 
broadcasting. If a consumer has the goods which looked at this CM information, for example, were 
pleasing, he will opt for purchase, goes to the store on which goods are put directly like the above- 
mentioned, and purchases, or purchases using the Internet store. Although data broadcasting is the one- 
way communication from a broadcasting station side to a consumer side, if it creates CM information 
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broadcast beforehand by the ^^page and receives this at a terminal con^^ble with the Internet, the 
two-way communication of it linked the Internet store etc. and directly will also become possible. 
[0006] In addition, what a consumer likes was chosen based on the questionnaire to which goods 
creation origin and service provision origin offered uniquely such CM contents, CM broadcast, and the 
goods put on CM information and service, respectively. 

[0007] Moreover, while the broadcast frame of CM broadcast and its CM information was fixed, since 
the costs were expensive, it was restricted to the goods expected are [ the goods or service carried by 
CM broadcast and its CM information ] fully effective with the broadcast frame, and was beforehand 
determined at the time before broadcast, 
[0008] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] By the way, since the structure of the commerce using such 
CM existed independently for each [ they are goods creation origin and service provision origin ] 
contractor of every, the commerce information which circulates the inside of the structure of each 
contractor's commerce existed independently for every contractor, and did not circulate among each 
contractor. Therefore, the information taken into consideration in case a contractor examines a 
consumer's taste inclination etc. was restricted to an old consumer's purchase information which the 
result of the questionnaire which the contractor performed uniquely, and its contractor own. For this 
reason, the taste inclination acquired as a result of inquiring has effectiveness only at limited within the 
limits, and was not able to acquire a more detailed consumer's taste inclination. Therefore, CM contents, 
CM broadcast, and goods or service that are put on CM information could not be chosen as the more 
nearly optimal thing, but the problem that advertisement/advertisement effective as a result could not be 
performed was produced. 

[0009] On the other hand, in order that a contractor might buy the broadcast frame of CM broadcast 
broadcast using TV, radio, a movie, and data broadcasting, and its CM information from a broadcast 
entrepreneur during the predetermined period fixed, a broadcast frame was not changed during the 
broadcast period. Moreover, since it was beforehand determined at the time before broadcast as goods 
and service which are put on CM broadcast and its CM information were mentioned above, it was not 
changed into another goods or service during the broadcast period. Furthermore, the structure which 
cooperates the broadcast frame of CM broadcast and its CM information, a contractor's sales 
information, inventory information, etc. real time did not exist, either. The goods which follow, for 
example, are put on CM broadcast under broadcast and its CM information became the lack of an 
inyentory, or when the sales went up, did not change the broadcasting hours of the broadcast frame of 
the CM broadcast concerned and its CM information, or the flexibility of changing the contents of 
broadcast of the CM broadcast concerned and its CM information into another goods was not acquired, 
but the problem that where of effective advertisement/advertisement cannot perform had produced. 
[0010] Moreover, since when the consumer (it was heard) who looked at URL of the Internet store 
performs the purchase of goods and a request of service from the Internet store had to access the URL 
itself, the consumer had to pay communication link costs (telephone rate etc.) himself required for 
access. 

[0011] Moreover, although the convenience store etc. is used as a place of delivery of the goods when a 
consumer purchases goods using the Internet store, there are also goods which need aftercare depending 
on goods. In this case, the salesclerk who has goods knowledge did not exist at the convenience store 
which is only the place of delivery of goods, but the problem that a consumer could not receive aftercare 
was produced. 

[0012] The technical problem of this invention is offering the commerce distribution system of 
information which makes it possible to enable circulation of the commerce information between each 
media and between each contractor, and to realize more effective commerce based on the managed 
commerce information by carrying out package management of the commerce information which was 
circulating independently for every contractor in view of the above-mentioned actual condition. 
[0013] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] Invention according to claim 1 has the computer which manages 
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^^mierce outsourcing pin center,large whicl^^^] 



commerce information. The commerce outsourcing pin center,large which receives the creation request 
of CM information which accompanies CM broadcast and its CM broadcast from goods creation origin 
or service provision origin at least, When purchasing goods or service based on the broadcasting station 
which broadcasts CM information which accompanies CM broadcast and this CM broadcast which were 
created based on said commerce information, and CM information which a customer views and listens 
to said CM broadcast, and accompanies this CM broadcast, It is a commerce distribution system of 
information equipped with the terminal which sends CM broadcast specific information which specifies 
said CM broadcast at least as commerce information to said commerce outsourcing pin center,large. 
[0014] Thereby, a commerce outsourcing pin center,large can acquire the information on whether the 
customer viewed and listened to CM broadcast [ which ], and goods or service was purchased, can 
create CM information which accompanies more effective CM broadcast and its CM broadcast, and can 
perform more effective advertisement/advertisement. 

[0015] Invention according to claim 2 is any of the service purchase exchange page which supports the 
purchase of service based on the goods purchase exchange page which supports the purchase of goods at 
least based on a goods catalog, the goods guidebook classified according to the description of goods, 
and this goods guidebook, a service catalog, the service guidebook classified according to the 
description of service, or this service guidebook, or a configuration containing one or more in said CM 
information in invention according to claim 1. 

[0016] Thereby, an understanding of goods or service is rash in a customer, and compaction of breadth 
and selection time amount is attained by goods and the selection width of face of service. Invention 
according to claim 3 is a configuration which buys a broadcast frame for said commerce outsourcing pin 
ceriter,large to broadcast CM information which accompanies said CM broadcast and its CM broadcast 
from said broadcasting station in invention according to claim 1 . 

[0017] Thereby, the commerce outsourcing pin center,large buys two or more broadcast frames 
beforehand, and it becomes possible to choose the optimal broadcast frame for CM information which 
accompanies created CM broadcast and its CM broadcast based on the managed commerce information. 
[0018] Invention according to claim 4 is the configuration that said broadcast frame is changed based on 
the merchandise inventory information on said goods creation origin, or the service provision remaining 
power information on said service provision origin at least, in invention according to claim 3. 
[0019] Thereby, broadcasting hours and its contents of broadcast of the broadcast frame can be flexibly 
changed using merchandise inventory information or service provision remaining power information at 
least, and broadcast of CM information which accompanies more effective CM broadcast and its CM 
broadcast is attained. 

[0020] It is the configuration which said commerce outsourcing pin center,large performs date analysis 
of said managed commerce information in invention according to claim 1, and invention according to 
claim 5 sends the analysis result to said goods creation origin or service provision origin, or is used in 
the commerce outsourcing pin center,large itself. 

[0021] Thereby, the analysis result of commerce information is used also in goods creation origin, 
service provision origin, or the commerce outsourcing pin center,large, for example, can be harnessed in 
development of amelioration and new goods of goods or service, or new service. 
[0022] It is the configuration that invention according to claim 6 contains any of the information about 
goods or the information about service, said customer's attribute data, the goods that said customer 
purchased, or service the commerce information which said commerce outsourcing pin center,large 
manages in invention according to claim 1 is. 

[0023] Thereby, a commerce outsourcing pin center,large can create CM information which 
accompanies CM broadcast which was more suitable for a customer's taste, and its CM broadcast based 
on^such commerce information. 

[0024] In invention according to claim 1, said terminal is prepared in a customer home or a store, and 
invention according to claim 7 is the configuration of sending said CM broadcast specific information to 
said commerce outsourcing pin center,large through the Internet or a communication line from said 
customer home or said store, at least as commerce information. 
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[0025] Thereby, a commerce outsourcing pin centerjarge can obtain CM broadcast specific information 
which shows whether the customer purchased undecided goods or service for CM broadcast [ which ] 
from a customer home or a store. ^ 

[0026] Invention according to claim 8 is the configuration that distribute said commerce outsourcing pin 
center,large to the store which receives said goods or service when a customer purchases said goods or 
service for the description about the goods or service which said goods creation origin or service 
provision origin created, and said customer enables it to receive the support or aftercare about said 
goods or service, in invention according to claim 1. 

[0027] Based on goods or the description about service, the salesclerk of a store who receives by this the 
goods or service which the customer purchased can store the knowledge about the goods or service, and 
can respond now to the support request from a customer, an aftercare request, etc. 
[0028] the time of a customer purchasing goods or service in invention according to claim 1 based on 
said CM information, as for invention according to claim 9 — him - a certificate authority - him - it is 
the' configuration which attests. 

[0029] Thereby, "spoofing" by others can be prevented and the intrinsic probability of the commerce 
information which the commerce outsourcing pin center,large has managed can be raised. Invention 
according to claim 10 receives the request from goods creation origin or service provision origin. CM 
information which accompanies CM broadcast and its CM broadcast based on the managed commerce 
information is created. The broadcast request of the CM information which accompanies this CM 
broadcast and its CM broadcast is carried out at a broadcasting station. CM broadcast specific 
information which specifies CM broadcast to which the customer viewed and listened at least from the 
terminal used when a customer purchases goods or service based on CM information which views and 
listens to said CM broadcast and accompanies this CM broadcast is received. It is the commerce 
outsourcing pin center,large managed as said commerce information. 

[0030] Package management of the commerce information which was circulating independently for 
every goods creation origin or service provision origin can be carried out in the commerce outsourcing 
pin center,large by this, and CM information which accompanies more effective CM broadcast and its 
CM broadcast can be created based on this managed commerce information. 

[0031] Invention according to claim 11 is a commerce outsourcing pin center,large which carries out 
package management of reception and said commerce information for the information about a customer, 
goods, or CM information about service as commerce information, when the request from goods 
creation origin or service provision origin is received and reception and a customer purchase goods or 
service for goods or the information about service. 

[0032] Thereby, a commerce outsourcing pin center,large can associate and manage goods or the 
information about service, the information about a customer and goods, or CM information about 

service. 
[0033] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, the gestalt of operation of this invention is explained, 
referring to a drawing. Drawin g 1 is the conceptual diagram showing the gestalt of operation of the 1st 
of this invention. As shown in this drawing, the commerce distribution system of information shown in 
this operation gestalt is constituted including commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1, broadcasting 
station 2, customer home 3, circulation store 4, and goods creation former 5, service provision former 6, 
and Internet 7 grade. In addition, in this drawing, although one shows broadcasting station 2, customer 
home 3, circulation store 4, and goods creation former 5 and service supply former 6, respectively for 
the facilities of explanation, more than it shall exist in fact. 

[0034] Goods creation former 5 is a contractor who creates goods, such as a manufacturer, and service 
provision former 6 is a contractor who offers service of a shipping agent, a move contractor, etc. Goods 
creation former 5 and service provision former 6 request creation of CM information which 
accompanies CM broadcast and this CM broadcast to the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 
(arrow heads A and B). Moreover, goods creation former 5 delivers the ordered goods to the direct 
customer home 3 based on the customer's order contents (arrow head C) notified from a commerce 
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outsourcing pin centerjarge, or (arrow head D) it once delivers them at the circulation store 4 (arrow 
head E), and is delivered to a customer there. Moreover, service provision origin offers the ordered 
service based on the customer's order contents (arrow head F) notified from a commerce outsourcing pin 
center,large. 

[0035] The commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 was equipped with the computer 8 and the database 
(only henceforth DB) 9, and has managed the commerce information sent from broadcasting station 2, 
customer home 3, circulation store 4, and goods creation former 5 and service provision former 6 grade. 
[0036] The information about the broadcast frame bought from the broadcasting station 2 with 
commerce information here, The information about the goods or service sent from goods creation 
former 5 or service provision former 6, CM broadcast specific information which shows whether the 
customer watched CM broadcast [ which ] and goods or service was purchased, The goods which the 
customer purchased or the information on service, i.e., usage feeling information about these, The 
information of the customer containing attribute data, such as request information, claim information or 
improvement proposal information, a customer's age, sex, and family structure, Things, such as various 
total data obtained from the information about the merchandise inventory situation of goods offer former 
5, the information about the service provision remaining power situation of service provision former 6, 
and such information, are said. 

[0037] These commerce information is registered into DB9, and is managed by computer 8. the analysis 
result from which the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 was obtained by performing date 
analysis, such as data mining, in this commerce information - goods creation former 5 or service 
provision former 6 — sending (arrow heads C and F) — or it is used in the commerce outsourcing pin 
center,large itself. Moreover, a computer 8 is connected to the Internet 7 and the goods which the 
customer based on this commerce information likes, or the information on service is sent to the 
broadcast accepting-station equipment 10 of a customer home 3 through the Internet 7 (arrow head G). 
Moreover, the commerce outsourcing pin center, large 1 performs the broadcast request (arrow head I) of 
CM information which accompanies acquisition (arrow head H) of the broadcast frame from a 
broadcasting station 2, created CM broadcast to a broadcasting station 2, and its CM broadcast. 
Moreover, based on the order from a customer, the order contents are notified to goods creation former 5 
or service provision former 6 (arrow heads C and F). 

[0038] A broadcasting station 2 broadcasts attached information which accompanies these contents 
which are the broadcasting stations which broadcast digital broadcast, for example, used broadcast of 
these contents, such as news, a sport, and quiz, CM broadcast, and data broadcasting, and CM broadcast. 

[0039] The broadcast accepting-station equipment 10 which receives the digital broadcast (arrow head J) 
broadcast from a broadcasting station 2 is formed in the customer home 3. This broadcast accepting- 
station equipment 10 is connected to the Internet 7, and a customer sends CM broadcast specific 
information which shows whether an order was placed by seeing which CM to the commerce 
outsourcing pin center,large 1 while being able to perform the order of goods or service in the commerce 
outsourcing pin center,large 1 through the Internet 7 based on CM broadcast broadcast (arrow head K). 
Moreover, information, such as goods which transfer of the personal digital assistant equipment 1 1 and 
data which a customer owns is possible for broadcast accepting-station equipment 10, and a customer 
wants to purchase to personal digital assistant equipment 11, or service, can be outputted (arrow head 
D. This personal digital assistant equipment 11 is the terminal which customers, such as a portable 
telephone, PHS and PDA, and a smart card, can carry. 

[0040] Moreover, broadcast accepting-station equipment 10 and personal digital assistant equipment 11 
hold the information of the customer who are information, such as age of the customer identification 
number and customer who identify a customer inside, sex, and family structure. In addition, a customer 
identification number is also an identification number which shows an owner. 
[0041] The circulation stores 4 are stores, such as a convenience store, and are equipped with the 
terminal unit 12 which can communicate using the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 and the 
communication line. Information, such as goods which transfer of the personal digital assistant 
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equipment 11 and data which a customer owns is possible also for this temimal unit 12, and a customer 
wants to purchase to a terminal unit 12 from personal digital assistant equipment 11, or service, can be 
outputted (arrow head M). Information, such as goods which this customer wants to purchase, or 
service, is sent to the computer 8 of the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 from a terminal unit 
12,- when a customer places an order for goods or service at the circulation store 4 with CM broadcast 
specific information which shows whether he watched CM broadcast [ which ] and the order of goods or 
service was performed (arrow head N). Also when a customer goes to the direct circulation store 4 and 
purchases, the circulation store 4 may acquire CM broadcast specific information from a customer. 
[0042] In addition, transfer of the data of the above-mentioned broadcast accepting-station equipment 10 
and personal digital assistant equipment 11 and transfer of the data of personal digital assistant 
equipment 11 and a terminal unit 12 are performed by the wireless short distance communication link in 
in Bluetooth (bluetooth), infrared ray communication, the transceiver mode of PHS, etc., etc. 
Furthermore, the communication link with a customer home 3, the circulation store 4, and the commerce 
outsourcing pin center,large 1 of it not being what is limited to the gestalt shown in drawin g 1 is natural. 

[0043] Drawin g 2 is drawing showing an example of the database structure of DB9. As shown in this 
drawing, DB9 memorizes the goods information 15, the service information 16, and the commerce 
information on customer information 17 grade based on the commerce information acquired from goods 
creation former 5, service provision former 6, the customer home 3 (customer), and the circulation store 
4 grade. 

[0044] Each goods information 15 is constituted by each goods (Goods A, Goods B, ...) of every 
including the goods data 18, the purchaser data 19, and CM data 20 grade. Here, goods information 15a 
of poods A is explained to an example as an example. Goods data 18a is data about Goods A, is 
constituted including data, such as a trade name of Goods A, a quotient lot number number, a price, and 
the description, the information about the merchandise inventory of Goods A, the information about the 
sales of Goods A, the information about the reply result of the questionnaire of Goods A, etc., for 
example, is described by XML data format in consideration of the ease of data transfer. 
[0()45] Drawing 3 is drawing having shown an example when XML data format describes some goods 
data 18. As an example, the trade name (name) of goods "A Biel", a quotient lot number number (no), a 
type (type), a price (price), and the description (characteristic) are described, and, as for the goods data 
18 shown in this drawing, seasoning (taste), alcohol content (degree), the ingredient (material), and the 
image (image) are further described as a description (characteristic). 

[0046] To drawing 2 , purchaser data 19of return and goods information 15a a It is constituted the age 
exception of the person who purchased Goods A including total data according to attribute, such as a sex 
and area exception and a hobby exception. CM data 20a The data about the broadcast frame of CM 
broadcast which CM information on Goods A was made to accompany. Moreover, it is based on CM 
broadcast specific information which shows whether the customer viewed and listened to CM broadcast 
[ which ], and Goods A were purchased. It is constituted including the total data according to CM 
broadcast of the number which purchased Goods A, the total data according to CM broadcast time zone, 
the total data according to these contents at the time of CM broadcast (news, a sport, a drama, quiz, etc.), 
etc. In addition, the costs of the broadcast frame bought from the broadcasting station 2, the 
broadcasting hours of CM information which accompanies CM broadcast and its CM broadcast, etc. are 
contained in the data about the broadcast frame of CM broadcast which CM information was made to 
accompany. 

[0047] Moreover, each service information 16 is constituted by each the service (Service A, Service B, 
...);of every including the service data 21, the purchaser data 22, and CM data 23 grade. Here, service 
information 16a of Service A is explained to an example as an example. Service data 21a is data about 
Service A, is constituted including data, such as a service name of Service A, a service number, a price, 
and the description, the information about the service provision remaining power of Service A, the 
information about the sales of Service A, the information about the reply result of the questionnaire of 
Service A, etc., for example, is described by XML data format in consideration of the ease of data 
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[0048] Purchaser data 22a is constituted the age exception of the person who purchased Service A 
including total data according to attribute, such as a sex and area exception and a hobby exception. 
Moreover, CM data 23a It is constituted including the total data the data about the broadcast frame of 
CM broadcast which CM information on Service A was made to accompany, and according to the total 
data according to CM broadcast of the number which purchased Service A based on [ again ] CM 
broadcast specific information, and CM broadcast time zone, the total data according to these contents at 
the* time of CM broadcast, etc. In addition, the costs of the broadcast frame bought from the broadcasting 
station 2, the broadcasting hours of CM information which accompanies CM broadcast and its CM 
broadcast, etc. are contained in the data about the broadcast frame of CM broadcast which CM 
information was made to accompany. 

[0049] Moreover, each customer information 17 is constituted by each customer (Customer A, Customer 
B, ...) of every including the customer attribute data 24, the past purchase data 25, and taste data 26 
grade. Here, Customer's A customer information 17a is explained to an example as an example. 
Customer attribute data 24a is constituted including data, such as Customer's A customer identification 
number, an identifier, age, sex, the address, a hobby, and family structure. This customer attribute data 
24a is registered, in case Customer A contracts the commerce outsourcing pin centerjarge 1 and directly 
beforehand, and it registers or a customer purchases goods and service. In addition, when a customer 
contracts with the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1, the incentive of giving the point to this 
customer is given. Moreover, past purchase data 25a is constituted including the accumulating-totals 
data of the point given when the quotient lot number number of the goods purchased in the past, the 
service number of service, and a customer watched and purchase CM broadcast etc., and the taste data 
26 are constituted including the taste data of the customer a who may be based on past purchase data 25a 
etc. 

[0050] Moreover, in addition to this, it is based on each goods information 15, each service information 
16j each customer information, etc. at DB9. The goods according to CM broadcast or the total data of 
service, the goods according to CM broadcast time zone, or the total data of service, The goods 
according to these contents at the time of CM broadcast or the total data of service is memorized. 
Moreover, the budget accompanying the creation request of CM information which accompanies CM 
broadcast shown from the broadcast frame bought from the broadcasting station 2, the costs concerning 
the acquisition and goods creation former 5, or service provision former 6 and its CM broadcast etc. is 
memorized. 

[0051] Next, the commerce information flow shown in this operation gestalt is explained. Drawin g 4 is a 
flow chart which shows the gestalt of operation of the 1st of this invention. This drawing shows the 
commerce information flow in goods creation former 5, the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1, a 
broadcasting station 2, a customer, and the circulation store 4. In addition, although shown focusing on 
the commerce information flow about goods, it is not restricted to this and the commerce information 
flow about service is processed similarly here. 

[0052] As shown in drawing 4 , in order that a broadcasting station 2 may secure the budget which 
broadcasts these contents, the broadcast frame of CM broadcast is put on the market (step 401 (only 
henceforth S)). 

[0053] The commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 buys the broadcast frame of CM broadcast put on 
the market beforehand in consideration of the creation request of next goods creation former 5, CM 
broadcast from service provision former 6, etc. (S402). 

[0()54] On the other hand, in goods creation former 5, if new goods are developed (S403), in order to 
promote sale of these new goods, the goods data for an advertisement/advertisement are created (S404). 
This goods data is described by for example, XML data format. And the creation request of CM 
information which accompanies CM broadcast and its CM broadcast is performed in the commerce 
outsourcing pin center,large 1, and a budget required for this creation request, the above-mentioned 
goods data, etc. are passed to it (S405). Then, goods creation former 5 ships the goods which started and 
(S406) manufactured manufacture of new goods at the circulation store 4. The circulation store 4 
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displays the shipped goods at a shop front (S423). 
[0055] The commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 which received the request from goods creation 
former 5 registers into the goods information 15 on DB9 the goods data sent from goods creation origin, 
and creates the goods catalog which are CM contents which are CM broadcast, and CM information 
which accompanies that CM broadcast, a goods purchase guidebook, a goods purchase exchange page, 
etc. from this goods data (S408). Here, a goods catalog is the list information on goods, a goods 
purchase guidebook is the information classified according to the description of goods, and a goods 
purchase exchange page is information which supports the purchase of goods based on a goods purchase 
guidebook. Behind, when a customer acquires such CM information, an understanding of goods is rash 
and compaction of breadth and goods selection time amount is attained by goods and the selection width 
of face of service. 

[0056] Here, the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 may request from an external contractor CM 
information which accompanies CM broadcast and its CM broadcast, and may create it. Here, although 
the case where a requesting agency was goods creation former 5 was explained, when a requesting 
agency is service provision former 6, a service catalog, a service purchase guidebook, a service purchase 
exchange page, etc. are created as CM information. Here, a service catalog is the list information on 
service, a service guidebook is the information classified according to the description of service, and a 
service purchase exchange page is information which supports the purchase of service based on a 
service guidebook. 

[0057] And the broadcast frame with which a propaganda effect is acquired most chooses and 
determines based on this merchandise-inventory situation when being sent from broadcast frame [ of 
CM broadcast bought previously ], and goods creation former 5, the commerce information memorized 
by PB9, and a broadcast request carries out in broadcast of the CM information which accompanies CM 
brciadcast and its CM broadcast of the goods previously created to the broadcasting station 2 by this 
determined broadcast frame, (S409) . 

[0058] Here, the total data according to CM broadcast of the purchased number which are in the goods 
information 15 on genre goods similarly, for example, the total data according to CM broadcast time 
zone, the total data according to these contents at the time of CM broadcast (news, a sport, a drama, 
quiz, etc.), etc. are contained in the commerce information referred to in case a broadcast frame is 
chosen. Since such commerce information is based on CM broadcast specific information which shows 
whether the customer viewed and listened to CM broadcast [ which ], and goods were purchased, the 
optimal high broadcast frame of a propaganda effect can be determined more. 

[0059] A broadcasting station 2 broadcasts CM information which accompanies CM broadcast and its 
CM broadcast with these contents based on a request of this commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 
(S410). 

[0060] A customer receives these broadcasts with broadcast accepting-station equipment 10 in a 
customer home 3 (S411). In addition, with this operation gestalt, when you watch this CM broadcast and 
goods and service are purchased, the point is given to a customer and an incentive is given (S413). For 
example, when the accumulating-totals point becomes more than the predetermined point, various 
privileges - the charge of an Internet connectivity, a digital broadcast subscription fee, a telephone rate, 
etc. give a discount, and are carried out — are given. Or it may be made to make the charge of an Internet 
connectivity when a customer watching CM broadcast and purchasing goods and service, a digital 
broadcast subscription fee, a telephone rate, etc. into no charge. Thus, by giving a customer an incentive, 
viewing and listening of CM broadcast of a customer is promoted, and it becomes possible to raise the 
propaganda effect of goods more. Moreover, in the former, it becomes possible to manage collectively 
the point grant system provided each goods creation former 5 and every service provision former 6 in 
the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1, and a wide range point grant system can be built. 
Moreover, the load accompanying the point grant system of each goods creation former 5 or each 
service provision former 6 can also be lost. 

[0061] If a customer has CM broadcast of goods to purchase in CM broadcast under broadcast, he will 
operate remote control, will display CM information which accompanies the CM broadcast, and will

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choose goods (S412). 

[0062] Drawin g 5 is a flow chart which shows selection (S412 of drawin g 4 ) of a customer's goods. As 
shown in this drawing, a customer receives the digital broadcast broadcast from a broadcasting station 2 
(S501 of drawing 5 ), CM broadcast broadcast is watched (S502), and when there is interested CM 
broadcast, (S503 push Yes), for example, the "interest carbon button" (un- illustrating) of remote control, 
(S504). At this time, a classification of goods is displayed on broadcast accepting-station equipment 10 
as CM information which accompanies this CM broadcast (S505). 

[0063] Drawing 6 (a) and (b) It is an example of CM information displayed at this time, the case where 
displayed CM information is the information about a drink here - being shown - this drawing (a) **** 
- "Biel and the sparkling wine", the "soft drink", and the "wine" which are a classification of the goods 
are, displayed. The classification whose one considers a customer as hope from this display screen is 
chosen. 

[00164] Drawin g 6 (b) The customer shows the display screen when choosing "Biel and a sparkling 
wine." When a customer chooses "Biel and a sparkling wine", "Ixatalog", "2:recommendation goods", 
and "3:prices / functional order" are further displayed on the display screen. In addition, these items are 
similarly displayed, when a customer chooses "soft drink" and "wine." 

[0065] Return and a customer are drawin g 6 (b) to drawin g 5 . A predetermined item is chosen out of 
"Ixatalog" and "2: recommendation goods" which are shown, and "3:prices / functional order" (S506, 
8507). Selection of an item is performed by inputting the number which a customer wants to operate 
remote control and to choose. 

[0066] When a customer chooses "Ixatalog", a goods (S507 is 1) catalog is displayed (S508). When a 
customer chooses predetermined goods from this goods catalog, the goods which a customer purchases 
are' determined (R> 5 drawing 5 S511). 

[0067] Drawing 7 is an example of the goods catalog displayed at this time. Eight kinds of goods are 
displayed in this drawing. In addition, the goods catalog shown in this drawing is described by XML 
data as mentioned above. 

[0668] Drawing 8 is drawing having shown an example when XML data format describes the goods 
catalog shown in drawin g 7 . As shown in this drawing, the goods catalog described in XML data format 
consists of description 50 about CM broadcast, and description 51 about goods. 

[0069] The description 50 about CM broadcast is description which shows whether it was CM broadcast 
specific information which specifies CM broadcast, and was that to which this goods catalog 
accompanies CM broadcast [ which ]. CM broadcast name (title), CM broadcast number (no), a 
broadcasting station (housoukyoku), the broadcasting hours (time) of CM broadcast, and the goods 
manufacturer (maker) of CM broadcast are described by the description 50 which accompanies this CM 
broadcast. In the case of this drawing, it is described that it is the goods catalog which was broadcast by 
20:10 from the BSCDS broadcasting station on May 11, 2000 and which accompanies the Biel 
manufacturer's A Biel CM of CM broadcast number 43211234. 

[0070] Moreover, for every goods, a trade name (name), a quotient lot number number (no), a type 
(type), a price (price), and the description (characteristic) are described by the description 51 about 
goods, and seasoning (taste), alcohol content (degree), an ingredient (material), and an image (image) 
are further described as a description (characteristic). 

[0071] In this drawing, in the case of A Biel, it is the quotient lot number number 975357, and as a 
description of \1800 yen and goods, seasoning is quite bitter and it is described with six bottles that the 
image file which displays alcohol content 4% and displays an ingredient on the display screen at pop, 
malt, and this time is "Abeer.jpg." 

[0072] When return and a customer choose "2:recommendation article" as drawin g 5 , the 
recommendation article with which (S508 were customized by 2) and the customer individual is 
displayed (S509). Drawin g 9 is the display screen of the recommendation article displayed at this time. 
In this drawing, two goods are displayed with the taste, alcohol content, and a price as "your favorite 
recommendation article" as an example. The goods which a customer purchases are chosen by choosing 
predetermined goods from the recommendation article which a customer shows in this drawing (S509 of 
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drawin g 5 ). 



[0073] In addition, for the information on the recommendation article displayed at this time, a customer 
is drawin g 6 (b). When shown "2:recommendation article" is chosen A customer's information which the 
broadcast accepting station holds is sent to the computer 8 of the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 
1 through the Internet 7. A computer 8 retrieves the customer information 17 on DB9 based on this 
customer's information, and minds the Internet 7 for the recommendation goods information which this 
customer likes from the taste data 26 of the corresponding customer information 17. Delivery and 
broadcast accepting-station equipment 10 display this sent recommendation goods information on 
broadcast accepting-station equipment 10. or when this customer is already registered into the customer 
information 17 on DB9 The commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 is based on the taste data 26 of this 
customer information 17. The recommendation goods information to recommend is beforehand 
transmitted to broadcast accepting-station equipment 10 periodically. Broadcast accepting-station 
equipment 10 This recommendation goods information to recommend is held in attached information- 
display / control / storing section 32, and a customer is drawin g 6 (b). When shown "2:recommendation 
article" is chosen, you may make it display this held recommendation goods information to recommend. 
[0074] Moreover, a customer is drawin g 6 (b). In the shown display screen, when "3:prices / functional 
order" is chosen, based on 3), a goods purchase guidebook, and a goods purchase exchange page, the 
classification of a price/functional order is displayed for S507 of ( drawin g 5 . (S510) . 
[0075] Drawing 10 is the display screen of a classification of the price/functional order displayed at this 
time, "4. "is chosen at 1. price" as an example of a classification of a price/functional order in this 
drawing, "which is chosen by 2. taste" and "which is chosen by 3. alcohol content" — four provisions of 
classification of "which looks at and chooses all tables are displayed, and a customer can choose the 
goods based on a price/functional order further out of this. Here, processing when a customer chooses "it 
chooses at 1. price" is explained as an example. 

[0076] Drawing 1 1 is drawing showing a flow chart when a customer chooses "it chooses at 1. price." If 
it chooses "it chooses at 1. price" in the display screen of the classification of a price/functional order 
which a customer shows to drawing 10 as shown in this drawing, four goods will be displayed in order 
of a low price (SI 101). Here, "I Biel, D Biel, E Biel, and G Biel" are displayed in order of a low price. 
In addition, the goods to display may not be restricted to four and may be how many. 
[0077] moreover - the display screen where four goods were displayed - further -- "1. decision" and "2. 

- "and "3. which are further chosen by the taste — "and "4. which are further chosen by alcohol content - 

- the selections of "further chosen with an ingredient are also displayed (SI 102). When a customer 
chooses predetermined selections out of these selections, processing based on selections is performed. 
[0078] That is, when a customer chooses "1. decision" among the selections shown here, it is chosen as 
goods which the goods with which (SI 103 are displayed at Yes) and this time purchase (SI 104). 
Moreover, when there are two or more goods currently displayed, you may make it choose the goods 
which a customer wants to purchase out of it here. 

[0079] moreover, the as which a customer does not choose "1. decision" - "2. - the time of choosing 
"further chosen by the taste — (— the selections SI 105 indicates the taste class of Yes) and goods by 
which it is further indicated by current to be, for example, "1., bitter "and "2. shapely bitter "and "3. 

- the selections of light bitter "are displayed (SI 106). By choosing any of selections which show this 
taste class they are, a customer extracts the goods of the taste class applicable to those selections out of 
the goods (for example, four goods currently displayed in order of the low price) by which it is indicated 
byi current, displays only those extracted goods, displays the remaining selections which are not chosen 
yet (SI 111), and returns to processing of SI 105. or [ any of the selections displayed as the remaining 
selections by processing of SI 102 here ] — being shown — for example, — already — "2. ~ the selections 
of , the remainder when "further chosen by the taste is chosen — "1. decision" and "3. — "and "4. which 
are further chosen by alcohol content — it becomes "further chosen with an ingredient, moreover - 
already -- "2. - "further chosen by the taste, and "3. — the selections of the remainder when "further 
chosen by alcohol content is chosen — "1. decision" and "4. — it becomes "further chosen with an 
ingredient. 
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[0080] moreover, a customer - "1. decision" and "2. the ** which does not choose "further chosen by 
the, taste - "3. — the time of choosing "further chosen by alcohol content ~ (— SI 107 displays the 
selections of "Yes) and the selections 2 which show further the alcohol content class of goods by which 
it ik indicated by current, for example, "1. alcohol content", and 2. alcohol content 4" (SI 108). A 
customer by choosing any of selections which show this alcohol content class they are The goods by 
which the goods of the alcohol content class applicable to the selections are indicated by current It 
extracts out of (for example, four goods currently displayed in order of the low price), only the extracted 
goods are displayed, the selections of the remaining functional orders which are not chosen yet are 
displayed, and it returns to processing of S(Sllll) 1105. 

[0081] Moreover, the ** as which a customer does not choose "1. decision", "it being chosen as 2. pan 
by .the taste", and "it being chosen as 3. pan by alcohol content", When it chooses "it is chosen as 4. pan 
with an ingredient", (SI 109 display the selections of "Yes) and the selections which show further the 
ingredient class of goods by which it is indicated by current, for example, "1. hop and malt", 2. hop", 
and "3. malt" (SI 110). By choosing any of selections which show this ingredient class they are, a 
customer extracts the goods of the ingredient class applicable to those selections out of the goods (for 
example, four goods currently displayed in order of the low price) by which it is indicated by current, 
displays only those extracted goods, displays the selections of the remaining functional orders which are 
not chosen yet, and returns to processing of S (SI 111) 1105. 

[0082] Thus, the goods to purchase are determined by choosing "it chooses at 1. price", and choosing 
goods from the display screen of the classification of a price/functional order which a customer shows to 
drawing 10 according to the flow chart shown in drawing 1 1 (S511 of drawin g 5 ). Moreover, in the 
display screen of the classification of a price/functional order shown in drawin g 10 , it is carried out like 
the flow chart with which a customer also shows the processing when choosing "it choosing by 2. taste", 
or !'3 Choose by alcohol content" to drawing 11 . 

[0083] moreover, the display screen of a classification of a price/functional order where a customer 
shows drawing 12 to drawing 10 - setting - "4. - it is drawing showing the display screen displayed 
when "which looks at and chooses all tables is chosen. As shown in this drawing, a name of article, a 
unit price, the taste, alcohol content, and an ingredient are displayed for every goods. A customer can 
determine the goods to purchase also by choosing predetermined goods from this display screen (S511 
of drawin g 5 ). 

[0084] After returning to drawin g 4 , doing in this way and ending selection of goods (S412), a customer 
orders these selected goods by the Internet 7 (purchase), or purchases at a circulation store (S414). The 
settlement of accounts at the time of purchasing is performed by cash, a credit card, digital money, etc. 
[0085] When ordering selected goods by the Internet 7 (S414 is Yes), a customer can order goods from 
broadcast accepting-station equipment 10 as it is. In this case, from broadcast accepting-station 
equipment 10, ordering information including a customer's information which the goods information and 
the broadcast accepting-station equipment 10 which contain at least CM broadcast specific information 
of the goods which the customer chose hold is sent to the computer 8 of the commerce outsourcing pin 
center,large 1 through the Internet 7. In addition, in case a customer orders goods by the Internet 7, it 
may be made to carry out the direct input of a customer's information from broadcast accepting-station 
equipment 10. 

[0086] If a computer 8 receives this ordering information (S415), it will give the point to the customer 
who updated and (S416) placed an order for the goods information 15 on DB9, and customer 
information 17 grade based on this ordering information. Thereby, commerce information, such as 
information on the goods which the customer purchased, the customer's information, and CM broadcast 
specific information of whether for the customer to have viewed and listened to CM broadcast [ which ], 
and to have purchased goods, is registered into DB9. This CM broadcast specific information is used for 
measurement (calculation) of the propaganda effect of CM broadcast later. In addition, when a 
customer's information is not registered into the customer information 17 yet, this is added to the 
customer information 17. And the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 tells the purport which had 
anjorder of goods in goods creation former 5. 
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[0087] Goods creation former 5 ships goods in response to a purport with an order of goods to the 
customer (customer home 3) who placed an order (S417). Or goods are once shipped at the circulation 
store 4, and a customer may be made to receive goods here. 

[0088] A customer replies to the questionnaire about goods, after receiving goods (S418). The contents 
of the questionnaire are the usage feeling of the purchased goods, a request, a claim, an amelioration 
proposal, etc., for example. It replies to the postcard enclosed by goods, or the reply of a questionnaire 
accesses URL for questionnaires about goods using the Internet, and you may make it answer it to a 
questionnaire there. 

[0089] The reply result of a questionnaire is sent to the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 after 
that, date analysis is carried out (S419), and the taste data 26 grade of the goods data 18 of the goods 
information 15 on DB9 or the customer information 17 is further updated based on this date analysis 
result. 

[0090] You may make it give the point here to the customer who replied to the questionnaire. It becomes 
possible to raise the response rate of the questionnaire by the customer by doing in this way. 
[0091] Behind, the result of this date analysis is told to goods creation former 5, and is harnessed in 
goods amelioration / new product development (S420). On the other hand, when purchasing selected 
goods at a circulation store, the goods information on the goods which No) was performed between 
broadcast accepting-station equipment 10 and personal digital assistant equipment 11, the customer 
delivered and received data, and (S414 chose is sent to personal digital assistant equipment 11 from 
broadcast accepting-station equipment 10 (S421). In addition, only the need matter in the goods catalog 
with which the goods information sent to personal digital assistant equipment 1 1 at this time was 
described in the above-mentioned XML data format including CM broadcast specific information, a 
goods guidebook, etc. is sent as it is in XML data format. 

[0092] Drawing 13 is drawing showing an example of the goods information sent to personal digital 
assistant equipment 11 at this time. This drawing shows goods information when the goods which the 
customer chose are "A Biel." the description 50 about CM broadcast shown in this goods information as 
a need matter at drawing 8 — that is With CM broadcast name (title) which is CM broadcast specific 
information, CM broadcast number (no), a broadcasting station (housoukyoku), the broadcasting hours 
(time) of CM broadcast, and the goods manufacturer of CM broadcast (maker) The trade name (name) 
and quotient lot number number (no) which are the description 52 which shows the goods which the 
customer chose, a type (type), and a price (price) are contained. 

[0093] If the goods information oh the goods chosen as return, thus personal digital assistant equipment 
11 is sent to drawin g 4 , a customer will possess this personal digital assistant equipment 11, will go out 
to the circulation store 4, and will purchase goods at the circulation store 4 (S422). In addition, the 
goods beforehand shipped from goods creation former 5, i.e., the goods which the customer chose, are 
displayed at the circulation store 4 (S423). Data are delivered and received between personal digital 
assistant equipment 11 and the terminal unit 12 of a circulation store, and in case a customer purchases 
these goods, the goods information on the goods chosen from personal digital assistant equipment 11 to 
the terminal unit 12 and a customer's information are sent (S424). In addition, a customer may be made 
to input this customer's information into a terminal unit 12 directly. Moreover, when a customer 
purchases two or more goods at this time, the number of purchase of goods is inputted into a terminal 
unit 12. 

[0094] Such goods information, a customer's information, and the number information of purchase on 
goods are sent to the computer 8 of the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 from a terminal unit 12 
as purchase information after that. In addition, this purchase information is described by for example, 
XML data format. 

[0095] Drawing 14 is drawing showing an example of the purchase information sent at this time. As 
shown in this drawing, purchase information is constituted including the description 52 which shows the 
goods which the customer who showed the description 50 and drawing 13 about CM broadcast which is 
CM broadcast specific information shown in drawin g 8 and drawing 13 as goods information chose, the 
description 53 of the number information of purchase on goods, and the description 54 of a customer's 
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information. By the description 54 which the purchase information shown in this drawing shows that the 
customer purchased four goods "A Biel" by the description 53 of the number information of purchase on 
goods, and shows a customer's information, this customer is the man whose customer identification 
number is 34 years old of 531973, and shows that the number of family structure is three. 
[0096] The computer 8 of the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 which received return and such 
purchase information in drawin g 4 gives the point to the customer who updated and (S416) purchased 
the goods information 15 on DB9, and customer information 17 grade based on this purchase 
information. Thereby, commerce information, such as information on the goods which the customer 
purchased, the customer's information, and CM broadcast specific information of whether for the 
customer to have viewed and listened to CM broadcast [ which ], and to have purchased goods, is 
registered into DB9. This CM broadcast specific information is used for measurement (calculation) of 
the propaganda effect of CM broadcast later. 

[0097] The flow chart after a subsequent customer purchases goods is the same as that of what was 
shown in above-mentioned S418-above-mentioned S420. That is, a customer replies to the questionnaire 
about goods (S418), date analysis of this reply result is carried out in the commerce outsourcing pin 
center,large 1 (S419), and the goods information 15 on DB9 and customer information 17 grade are 
updated based on this date analysis result. And the point is given to the customer who replied to the 
questionnaire, and the result of date analysis is told to goods creation former 5, and it is harnessed in 
next goods amelioration / new product development (S420). 

[0098] In addition, although CM information was broadcast using digital broadcast, you may make it 
apply the Internet broadcast and mobile broadcast with this operation gestalt. In this case, broadcast in 
consideration of regionality or a customer's attribute is also attained. Moreover, the commerce 
outsourcing pin center,large itself establishes a website on the Internet, and it may be made to perform 
Internet broadcast for which the homepage etc. was used there. 

[0099] As mentioned above, according to this operation gestalt, it becomes possible to carry out package 
management of much commerce information, such as CM broadcast specific information sent from 
goods creation former 5, service provision former 6, the circulation store 4, a customer home 3 
(customer), etc., information about goods or service, and a customer's information, and the commerce 
outsourcing pin center,large 1 can associate a customer's (individual) attribute data, the goods which the 
customer purchased, or the information on service. 

[0100] It can become possible to analyze each customer's purchase data from a customer's information 
sent by this whenever a customer purchases, and questionnaires can be collected from the customer, the 
customer's life plan can also be drawn up based on the analysis result, and the proposal of goods or 
service can be performed with goods creation former 5 and service provision former 6 based on the life 
plan. 

[0101] For every contractor of goods creation former 5 or service provision former 6 grade, moreover, 
for; every [ moreover, ] media, such as digital broadcast and the Internet The commerce outsourcing pin 
center,large 1 can carry out package management of the commerce information which was circulating 
independently. Moreover, it becomes possible to associate and process all the commerce information 
that was circulating for every contractor of goods creation former 5 or service provision former 6 grade, 
and the advertisement / advertisement, and purchase which made digital broadcast, the Internet, etc. 
cooperate can be realized. 

[0102] Moreover, based on this associated commerce information, the commerce outsourcing pin 

center,large 1 can acquire a customer's taste inclination etc. in a detail more, and when goods creation 
former 5 and service provision former 6 acquire this taste inclination etc., it can perform development of 
more effective advertisement / advertisement and goods, amelioration and new goods of service, or new 
seiivice. 

[0103] Moreover, in the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1, package management of the wide 
range huge commerce information beyond the commerce information which goods creation former 5 
and service provision former 6 can manage uniquely can be carried out. 

[0104] Moreover, when the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 manages commerce information 
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collectively, goods creation former 5 or service provision former 6 do not need to own a computer, a 
database, etc. for managing commerce information at their company, and they can lose the costs 
concerning the talented people for employing it, or it. 

[0105] Moreover, even if it is goods creation former 5 [ small ] of the firm scale which was not able to 
own the expensive computer or expensive database for managing commerce information until now, and 
service provision former 6, the information based on wide range huge commerce information can be 
acquired by requesting the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1. 

[0106] Moreover, although there was a case where a contract with a customer was needed beforehand in 
order for goods creation former 5 and service provision former 6 to collect the commerce information 
about the goods which appeared in distribution channels, such as the commerce information about the 
goods or service which appeared in the distribution channel, for example, a circulation store etc., etc., 
the activity concerning this contract of goods creation former 5 or service provision former 6 can be 
abblished by the commerce outsourcing pin center,large's 1 bundling this up, and performing it. 
Moreover, this contract can be made easy to obtain by giving this customer incentives, such as the point, 
when using such commerce information after a contract with such a customer. 
[0107] Moreover, when the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 manages customer information 
collectively, the possibility of leakage of customer information can be suppressed. That is, the 
information sent to goods creation former 5 or service provision former 6 from the commerce 
outsourcing pin center,large 1 is an analysis result based on commerce information etc., and though 
customer information is not sent and being sent, if it is made to send anonymously, it can reduce the 
possibility of leakage of customer information. 

[0108] In addition, an example of the hardware configuration of the broadcast accepting-station 
equipment 10 shown in this operation gestalt and personal digital assistant equipment 11 is shown. 
Drawing 15 is the hardware configuration Fig. of broadcast accepting-station equipment 10. As shown 
in this drawing, broadcast accepting-station equipment 10 The digital broadcast broadcast from a 
broadcasting station 2 Transfer of attached information-display / control / storing section 32 which 
performs the display control of the TV section 31 which has the usual TV functions, such as the digital 
broadcast receive section 30 which receives, and a display /loudspeaker, and the attached information 
which accompanies these contents and CM broadcast, storing control, etc., personal digital assistant 
equipment 11, and data It is a configuration containing the remote control section 35 grade which 
receives the data transfer section 33 to perform, the Internet connectivity section 34 whose connection 
with the Internet 7 is enabled, and the remote control output signal outputted by remote control (un- 
illustrating) actuation of a customer. 

[0109] By such configuration, broadcast accepting-station equipment 10 is broadcast in the TV section 
31 about these contents and CM broadcast which are broadcast from a broadcasting station 2, and is 
stored in attached information-display / control / storing section 32 about the attached information which 
accompanies these contents and CM broadcast. In addition, attached information periodically sent 
through the Internet 7 from the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1, a customer's information, etc. 
are stored in attached information-display / control / storing section 32 besides the attached information 
brqadcast from a broadcasting station 2 (storage). For example, if remote control is operated and the 
display indication signal of attached information is outputted from remote control in order that a 
customer may look at attached information, the remote control section 35 will receive this signal, and 
will output this signal to attached information-display / control / storing section 32. Attached 
information-display / control / storing section 32 receives this signal, and carries out the display control 
of the attached information stored in the display of the TV section 31. 

[0110] Moreover, the attached information stored in attached information-display / control / storing 
section 32 and a customer's information are sent to personal digital assistant equipment 11 through the 
data transfer section 33 if needed. Drawing 16 (a) and (b) It is the hardware configuration Fig. of 
personal digital assistant equipment 11. Here, it is this drawing (a) as an example. The case where 
personal digital assistant equipment 11 is a portable telephone is shown, and it is this drawing (b). The 
ca^e of a smart card is shown. 
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[0111] This drawing (a) When personal digital assistant equipment 11 is a portable telephone so that it 
may be shown, personal digital assistant equipment 11 is the portable telephone section 40 which has the 
function of the usual portable telephone, the data storage section 41 which stores data, and a 
configuration containing the data transfer section 42 grade which delivers and receives data between 
broadcast accepting-station equipment 10 or a terminal unit 12. With this operation gestalt, the attached 
information which stores in the data storage section 41 the attached information outputted from 
broadcast accepting-station equipment 10 through the data transfer section 42, and is stored in the data 
storage section 41, and a customer's information stored beforehand are outputted to a terminal unit 12 
through the data transfer section 42. 

[0112] Moreover, this drawing (b) When personal digital assistant equipment 11 is a smart card so that it 
may be shown, personal digital assistant equipment 11 is a configuration containing the memory 47 
grade which stores the computing element 46 which enciphers the data I/O section 45 which outputs and 
inputs data, and the inputted data, and decodes the enciphered data, and the enciphered data. Here, 
memory 47 is nonvolatile memory etc. With this operation gestalt, the attached information outputted 
from broadcast accepting-station equipment 10 is received in the data I/O section 45, this is enciphered 
with a computing element 46, and it stores in memory 47. Moreover, it is enciphered, the attached 
information stored and a customer's information are decoded, and this decoded information is outputted 
to a terminal unit 12 from the data I/O section 45. 

[0113] Next, the gestalt of operation of the 2nd of this invention is explained. Drawin g 17 is a flow chart 
which shows the gestalt of operation of the 2nd of this invention. Although the flow chart shown in this 
drawing is equivalent to the flow chart of drawin g 4 shown in the gestalt of the 1st operation, when a 
customer orders selected goods by the Internet, the point which does not order goods in the commerce 
outsourcing pin center,large 1, but is performed at the Internet store differs from the gestalt of the 1st 
operation. In addition, the Internet store meant the thing of a website which performs goods, sale of 
service, etc. on the Internet 7, and two or more Internet stores have contracted with the commerce 
outsourcing pin center,large 1 beforehand with this operation gestalt. Moreover, although here showed 
foqusing on the commerce information flow about goods, it is not restricted to this and the commerce 
information flow about service is processed similarly. 

[0114] In drawing 17 , since the processing shown in SI 701 -SI 71 3 is the same as the processing shown 
in S401-S413 which were shown in drawing 4 , explanation is omitted here. Then, if a customer chooses 
the goods purchased with broadcast accepting-station equipment 10 (SI 712) and places an order for this 
by the Internet 7 (SI 714), ordering information including the goods information on selected goods (CM 
broadcast specific information ****), this customer's information, etc. will be sent to the Internet store 
treating these selected goods through the Internet 7 from broadcast accepting-station equipment 10. 
[0115] The Internet store will send this ordering information to the commerce outsourcing pin 
center,large 1, if this ordering information is received (SI 7 15). Based on the ordering information 
received from the Internet store, the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 updates the goods 
information 15 on DB9, and customer information 17 grade (SI 7 16), and gives the point to this 
customer. In addition, when the information of the customer who ordered goods is not registered into the 
customer information 17 yet, this is added to the customer information 17. And the commerce 
outsourcing pin center,large 1 tells the purport which had an order of goods in goods creation former 5. 
[0116] Goods creation former 5 ships goods in response to a purport with an order of goods to the 
customer (customer home 3) who placed an order (SI 71 7). Or goods are once shipped at the circulation 
store 4, and a customer may be made to receive goods here. 

[0117] Since the processing shown in S1718-S1720 of after that is the same as the processing shown in 
S4:18-S420 which were shown in drawing 4 , explanation is omitted here. In addition, as long as goods 
creation former 5 and service provision former 6 have established the website which enables the 
purchase of goods or service, you may make it apply the website of this goods creation former 5 or 
service provision former 6 instead of the Internet store in this operation gestalt. 
[0118] As mentioned above, according to this operation gestalt, by using the Internet store as goods or 
the orderer of service, the Internet store comes to be included in a commerce distribution system of 
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information, and circulation of wide range commerce information is attained. 

[0119] Next, the gestalt of operation of the 3rd of this invention is explained. Although CM information 
which accompanies CM broadcast which carried out the broadcast request, and its CM broadcast with 
the gestalt of the 1st and the 2nd operation at a broadcasting station 2 did not change the broadcasting 
hours and the contents of broadcast of the broadcast frame once broadcast was started In the gestalt of 
the 1st and the 2nd operation, even if the gestalt of operation of **** 3 is after broadcast initiation, it is a 
gestalt which enables modification of the broadcasting hours and the contents of broadcast of the 
broadcast frame if needed. 

[0120] Drawing 18 is a flow chart which shows the gestalt of operation of the 3rd of this invention. This 
drawing shows the example which changes the broadcasting hours and its contents of broadcast of the 
broadcast frame based on the inventory stock status of a product (goods). In addition, although here 
shows the example changed based on the inventory stock status of the product of goods creation former 
5 for the facilities of explanation, the case where it changes based on the service provision remaining 
power situation of service provision origin etc. is processed similarly, for example. 
[0121] As shown in drawin g 18 , the broadcasting station 2 has put the broadcast frame of CM broadcast 
on the market (SI 801). On the other hand. Manufacturer A and Manufacturer B who are goods creation 
former 5, and Manufacturer C request the creation of CM information and the management of commerce 
information which accompany CM broadcast and its CM broadcast to the commerce outsourcing pin 
center,large 1 (S1802-S1804). In addition, as goods creation origin, although the manufacturer of three 
companies is explained to an example, it is not restricted to three companies here. 
[0122] The commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 receives the request from Manufacturer A, 
Manufacturer B, and Manufacturer C, and buys a broadcast frame from a broadcasting station 2 in 
consideration of the budget presented by each manufacturer (SI 805). And CM information which 
accompanies CM broadcast and its CM broadcast is created for every manufacturer (SI 806), and the 
broadcast frame of CM broadcast for every manufacturer is determined. This broadcast frame is 
determined based on commerce information, such as CM broadcast specific information memorized by 
the, broadcast frame bought previously and DB9, and is determined as the broadcast frame of a product 
with which a propaganda effect is acquired most. The commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 carries 
out the broadcast request of the broadcast of CM information which is the broadcast frame determined 
for every manufacturer, and accompanies CM broadcast and its CM broadcast for every manufacturer to 
a broadcasting station 2 (SI 807). 

[0123] A broadcasting station 2 broadcasts CM information which accompanies CM broadcast and its 
CM broadcast based on this broadcast request (SI 808). Initiation of this broadcast increases the 
customer who watches this CM broadcast and purchases a product. Thereby, as stated using a customer's 
purchase information, i.e., the gestalt of the 1st operation, the goods information on the goods which the 
customer purchased (CM broadcast specific information is included), a customer's information, the 
number information of purchase on goods, etc. are sent to a computer 8, and the goods information 15 
anci the customer information 17 on DB9 are updated (SI 809). At this time, based on CM broadcast 
specific information contained in goods information, the propaganda effect of CM broadcast etc. is 
computed (SI 810), and the related commerce information registered into DB9 is further updated based 
onJthis computed propaganda effect (S1811). 

[0i24] On the other hand, by each manufacturer, manufacture (S1812-S1816) and sale (S1817-S1821) 
of the product currently broadcast are performed, and each manufacturer is computing inventory-stock- 
status data based on a manufacture situation, a selling situation, etc. of each product (S1822-S1824). 
Each manufacturer's inventory-stock-status data computed here are periodically sent to the commerce 
outsourcing pin center,large 1. 

[0i25] The commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 changes the broadcasting hours and its contents of 
broadcast of the broadcast frame of CM information which accompanies CM broadcast by which current 
broadcast is carried out, and its CM broadcast based on the inventory -stock-status data sent by each 
manufacturer. 

[0126] When there are few inventories of Manufacturer's C product CI, modification of broadcasting 
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hours and its contents of broadcast lessens the amount of broadcasts of CM broadcast which makes a 
customer purchase a product CI, or carries out changing into broadcasting hours with few propaganda 
effects etc., and it is made to make the lack of an inventory ease from the inventory-stock-status data 
sent by each manufacturer. Or the contents of broadcast may be changed into another contents, for 
example, the contents of another goods C2, or you may make it change into contents which raise 
Manufacturer's C image. Moreover, conversely, when there are many inventories of a product CI, the 
amount of broadcasts of CM broadcast which makes this product CI purchase is made [ many ], and a 
customer's purchase is urged so that a customer may be made to purchase a product CI further. 
[0127] Moreover, you may make it change broadcasting hours and its contents of broadcast based on the 
commerce information collected by DB9 other than inventory-stock-status data, for example, the sales 
situation collected until now. In this case, since sales anticipation of a future product is attained based on 
a sales situation so far, it changes based on this anticipation. Or you may make it change the 
broadcasting hours of a broadcast frame in the time zone which this age group often looks at based on a 
customer's age group which could change the broadcast frame based on CM broadcast specific 
information, or was purchased. 

[0128] And the broadcast request of the broadcasting hours and its contents of broadcast of the broadcast 
frame changed in this way is carried out again at a broadcasting station 2 (SI 825). The broadcasting 
station 2 which received the broadcast request changes broadcast of CM information which accompanies 
CM broadcast which is carrying out current broadcast, and its CM broadcast based on a broadcast 
request of the changed broadcast frame (SI 808). 

[0129] By each manufacturer, the cost of CM broadcast to pay is also changed with modification of the 
broadcasting hours of this broadcast frame, and its contents of broadcast (SI 826-81 828). As mentioned 
above, according to this operation gestalt, it becomes possible to change the broadcasting hours and its 
contents of broadcast of the broadcast frame of CM information which accompanies CM broadcast and 
its CM broadcast based on each manufacturer's inventory-stock-status data, and supple effective 
advertisement/advertisement can be performed. 

[0130] Next, the gestalt of operation of the 4th of this invention is explained. With the gestalt of the 1st 
mentioned above thru/or the 3rd operation, when a customer ordered goods by the Internet 7, the ordered 
goods were what is delivered by the direct customer (customer home 3) from goods creation former 5, or 
is once delivered by the circulation store 4, and is passed to a customer there. Usually, since the 
salesclerk of the circulation store 4 who delivers goods only delivers goods, he does not have the 
knowledge about goods. Moreover, the address of the office of goods creation former 5 does not 
necessarily exist anywhere, and is restricted. 

[0131] It might produce [ to give the goods which followed, for example, the customer purchased / to 
request the installation work of the purchased goods ] un-arranging to require the aftercare of the 
purchased goods. 

[0132] Then, the operation gestalt of **** 4 is a gestalt which enabled it to correspond to a request of 
these customers. Here, in the gestalt of the 2nd operation, the gestalt which enabled it to correspond to a 
request of a customer is shown as an example. In addition, although the goods which the custonrier 
purchased here are shown, it is not restricted to this and service is processed similarly. 
[0133] Drawin g 19 is a flow chart which shows the gestalt of operation of the 4th of this invention. As 
shown in this drawing, goods creation former 5 draws up the goods description to a support member 
beforehand (S1901), and it passes this to the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1. 
[0134] The commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 will choose from DB9 the store (usually store) 
which can be supported, if this goods description is received (SI 902). (extract) Here, the store which can 
be supported shows the store and thing a contract of is beforehand made with the commerce outsourcing 
pin center,Iarge 1, and these stores are registered into DB9 as store information on quotient assortment. 
Selection of the store which can be supported distributes a goods description to these stores (S19.03). 
[0135] The store where the goods description was distributed receives this (SI 904), and stores goods 
knowledge based on a goods description. That is, goods knowledge is stored so that it can respond to the 
service request from a customer, or a support demand enough about the goods. 
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[0136] If a customer orders these goods at the Internet store (SI 905, SI 906), the Internet store will once 
send this customer's ordering information to the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1. 
[0137] Based on this ordering information, the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 can respond to 
the service request from a customer, or a support demand enough, and chooses the store nearest to a 
customer home 3 etc. from the store information on quotient assortment of DB9. And the information 
which shows the destination of this selected store is added to ordering information, and this is sent to 
go6ds creation former 5 (SI 907). 

[0138] In goods creation former 5, goods are shipped to a predetermined store in response to this 
ordering information based on the information which shows a destination (SI 908). At a store, 
explanation of these goods, installation work, etc. are supported based on the goods description which 
received the shipped goods (SI 909), for example, was distributed previously in the customer home 3 
(S1910). 

[0l39] A customer receives such a support and receives goods (S1911). Then, when the demand of 
services, such as aftercare about goods, occurs, a service request is performed in the commerce 
outsourcing pin center,large 1 (SI 91 2). 

[0140] In the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1, this service request is received (S1913) and a 
customer's service request is told to the above-mentioned store. In response, a store offers demanded 
service to a customer (S1914), and a customer receives the demanded service (S1915). 
[0141] As mentioned above, according to this operation gestalt, a customer can also request the 
installation work of goods while being goods given [ sufficient ] at the time of goods purchase. 
Moreover, after goods purchase can receive the aftercare of goods. 

[0142] Next, the gestalt of operation of the 5th of this invention is explained, the time of this operation 
gestalt receiving the time of a customer purchasing goods using the Internet 7, the time of purchasing 
goods at the circulation store 4, and goods at the circulation store 4 etc. — him — while attesting and 
preventing others' so-called "spoofing", it is the gestalt which makes it possible to gather the intrinsic 
probability of commerce information, in addition, him who shows this operation gestalt - authentication 
- the Internet store and circulation store 4 grade ~ not carrying out ~ him different from these ~ it 
carries out in a certificate authority. 

[0143] Drawing 20 is a flow chart which shows the gestalt of operation of the 5th of this invention, in 
addition - this drawing — him - since it is the same as that of the processing which showed focusing on 
the processing which attests and was shown in the gestalt of the 4th operation from the above-mentioned 
Istf about other processings, explanation is omitted. 

[0144] As shown in drawing 20 , a customer receives the digital broadcast broadcast from a 
broadcasting station 2 with broadcast accepting-station equipment 10, chooses goods to purchase from 
the. CM broadcast, and inputs the goods information on selected goods into personal digital assistant 
equipment 11 (S2001). The URL information on the Internet store which serves as the goods orderer etc. 
is included in this goods information. 

[0145] the personal digital assistant equipment 11 shown in this operation gestalt here — him — an 
authentication function - having ~ **** — him — the time of authentication being needed — him — him 
who attests - a certificate authority - receiving - him - authentication is requested. Moreover, this 
personal digital assistant equipment 11 is equipped also with the connect function to the Internet 7, and 
accessing the Internet 7 with personal digital assistant equipment 1 1 simple substance is also constituted 
possible. 

[0i46] Next, a customer orders selected goods using the Internet 7, or purchases at the usual circulation 
store 4 (S2002). When purchasing selected goods by the Internet (S2002 is Yes), a customer accesses 
the Internet using personal digital assistant equipment 11, for example, does pushing the order carbon 
button (un-illustrating) of personal digital assistant equipment 11 etc., and orders goods, if this order 
carbon button is pushed — him — a certificate authority — receiving — him - authentication is requested 
(S2003). the time of this request - the URL information on the Internet store — together - him — it is 
sent to a certificate authority. Moreover, goods information and a customer's information are sent from 
personal digital assistant equipment 11 to the Internet store which the URL information included in 
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goods information shows at this time. 
[0147] him from whom he authentication was requested — a certificate authority — him - authentication 
processing is performed (S2004) and it judges whether he uses personal digital assistant equipment 11 
(S2005). in addition, him him to whom a certificate authority carries out about authentication 
processing, it mentions later. 

[0i48] A he certificate authority sends the authentication result of the purport which is not him but 
others to the Internet store which No) and URL information show [ (S2005 ], when it judges that not 
him but others use personal digital assistant equipment 11. moreover, this time ~ him - a certificate 
authority takes the measure of stopping the function of personal digital assistant equipment 11 (S2006). 
[0149] moreover, the Internet store — him ~ if the authentication result of the purport which is not him 
but others is obtained from a certificate authority, the order from this customer will be judged to be 
inaccurate, and this order will not be received. 

[0150] on the other hand ~ him — the time of his judging that the certificate authority uses personal 
digital assistant equipment 11-- (- S2005 sends the authentication result of the purport which is him to 
the Internet store which Yes) and URL information show. 

[0151] At the Internet store, if the authentication result of the purport which is this him, and the goods 
information sent previously and a customer's information are received (S2007), an order of goods will 
be received to a forward type (S2008). In addition, a customer can specify the number of orders, a goods 
turnover store (circulation store 4), etc. of goods at the time of registration of this order. 
[0152] Thereby, "spoofing" by others can prevent ordering goods by the Internet 7. If a customer orders 
goods by the Internet 7, the information on the information on the specified circulation store 4, the 
ordered goods will be sent to personal digital assistant equipment 11 from the Internet store, and 
personal digital assistant equipment 1 1 will hold this. 

[0153] Then, a customer receives at a house the goods ordered by the Internet, or receives them at the 
circulation store 4 (S2009). Here, in receiving the ordered goods at a house, as for No) and a customer, 
(S2009 receive the goods at a house (S2010). 

[0154] On the other hand, in receiving the ordered goods at the circulation store 4, after goods receive 
the, notice of the purport by which (S2009 were shipped by the circulation store 4, Yes) and a customer 
possess personal digital assistant equipment 11, and go out to the circulation store 4. The notice of goods 
dispatch here is sent from the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1, and in the commerce 
outsourcing pin center,large 1, the order situation of goods is managed, and if the ordered goods arrive at 
the circulation store 4, it will notify this to a customer's personal digital assistant equipment 11. 
[0155] if a customer possesses personal digital assistant equipment 11 and goes out to the circulation 
store 4, in order that he may receive the ordered goods — between personal digital assistant equipment 
11 and the terminal units 12 of the circulation store 4 - transfer of data — carrying out — him ~ it attests. 
At this time, information on the ordered goods, a customer's information, etc. which were held at 
personal digital assistant equipment 11 are sent to a terminal unit 12. moreover, a customer's information 
~ further ~ him — it sends also to a certificate authority — having ~ here ~ him — authentication 
processing is performed (S2011). 

[0156] A he certificate authority judges whether he uses personal digital assistant equipment 11 based 
on this he authentication processing (S2011) (S2012). When not him but others judge that the he 
certificate authority uses personal digital assistant equipment 11, (S2012 send the authentication result 
of the purport which is not him but others to the terminal unit 12 of No) and the circulation store 4. 
moreover, this time - him - a certificate authority takes the measure of stopping the function of 
personal digital assistant equipment 11 (S2013). 

[0157] Moreover, the salesclerk of the circulation store 4 who checked this does not perform the 
turnover of goods to this customer, on the other hand ~ him — the time of his judging that the certificate 
authority uses personal digital assistant equipment 11 - (- S2012 sends the authentication result of the 
purport which is him to the terminal unit 12 of Yes) and the circulation store 4. 
[0158] The salesclerk of the circulation store 4 checks the goods which the customer ordered based on 
the authentication result of the purport which is this him, and the information on the ordered goods, and

actually hands over goods to a customer (S2014). 

[0159] Thereby, "spoofing" by others can prevent receiving the ordered goods at the circulation store 4. 
moreover, the case where a customer pays payment of price with digital money when digital money 
pays and personal digital assistant equipment 11 has the function here - above-mentioned him - it may 
be made to attest. By doing in this way, the unauthorized use of the digital money by others' "spoofing" 
can also be prevented. 

[0160] in order for a customer to possess personal digital assistant equipment 11, and to go out to the 
circulation store 4 on the other hand, when purchasing selected goods at the circulation store 4 (S2002 is 
No), and to purchase goods - between (S2015), personal digital assistant equipment 11, and the 
terminal units 12 of the circulation store 4 -- transfer of data ~ carrying out — him — it attests, at this 
time, a customer's information currently held at personal digital assistant equipment 11 is sent to a 
terniinal unit 12 - having - further — him it sends to a certificate authority - having - him — a 
certificate authority — him ~ authentication processing is performed (S2016). 

[0161] a he certificate authority - him - based on authentication processing (S2016), it judges whether 
he uses personal digital assistant equipment 11 (S2017). When not him but others judge that the he 
certificate authority uses personal digital assistant equipment 11, (S2017 send the authentication result 
of the purport which is not him but others to the terminal unit 12 of No) and the circulation store 4. 
moreover, this time - him - a certificate authority takes the measure of stopping the function of 
personal digital assistant equipment 11 (S2018). 

[0162] Moreover, the salesclerk of the circulation store 4 who checked this does not sell the goods to 
this customer, on the other hand - him — the time of his judging that the certificate authority uses 
personal digital assistant equipment 11 — (-- S2017 sends the authentication result of the purport which 
is him to the terminal unit 12 of Yes) and the circulation store 4. 

[0163] A terminal unit 12 will deliver and receive data between personal digital assistant equipment 11 
again, and if the authentication result of the purport which is him is received, it will receive goods 
information from personal digital assistant equipment 11. Here, when digital money pays, personal 
digital assistant equipment 1 1 has the function, and a customer pays payment of price with digital 
money, and paying with digital money, above-mentioned goods information is received together 
(S2019). 

[0164] the authentication result of a purport and goods information that the terminal unit 12 of the 
salesclerk of the circulation store 4 is him ~ ** ~ for example, if digital money is received (S2020), sale 
of goods will be permitted to a customer and goods will actually be sold to a customer. 
[0165] Thereby, it can prevent that "spoofing" by others purchases goods at the circulation store 4. next, 
above-mentioned him - authentication processing is explained. 

[0166] As a prerequisite in this case, personal digital assistant equipment 11 has the dispatch section 
which always sends the electric wave for location detection at the time of a power source ON. Finally 
this electric wave is sent to a radio base station through a relay center etc., it is this radio base station 
and the location of personal digital assistant equipment 1 1 is detected. This location detection may be 
location detection using the location detection using GPS (Global Positioning System), or PHS etc. 
[0167] Thereby, the commerce outsourcing pin center,large 1 can act the personal digital assistant 
equipment 11 as the monitor of the location continuously by obtaining continuously the location of the 
personal digital assistant equipment 11 detected in a radio base station. 

[0168] moreover - in addition, the biological information input section into which personal digital 
assistant equipment 11 inputs biological information and this biological information — him — it has the 
biological information output section outputted to a certificate authority, such [ in this operation gestalt ] 
personal digital assistant equipment 11— using — him — authentication is performed. 
[0i69] him who shows drawing 21 to this operation gestalt — it is the flow chart which shows 
authentication, first, him when the power source of personal digital assistant equipment 1 1 is turned on - 
- authentication is explained. As shown in this drawing, when the power source of personal digital 
assistant equipment 11 is turned on (S2101), the input of biological information is directed to an owner 
(customer) from personal digital assistant equipment 11. An owner inputs his face image and voice

(voice) as biological information according to these directions. Here, the biological information input 
section has the image input section, the voice input section, etc., a face image is inputted from the image 
input section, and voice is inputted from the voice input section (S2102). 
[0170] the customer identification number with which such inputted biological information is 
beforehand registered into personal digital assistant equipment 11 - immediately - a radio base station - 
- rninding - him - it is sent to a certificate authority (S2103), 

[0171] on the other hand -- him the certificate authority has associated and registered the biological 
information of the customer identification number and owner who identify an owner. Therefore, the 
customer's biological information can be specified based on a customer identification number.

which this positional information is acquired from a radio base station ~ it is (S2106) henceforth — 
him — a certificate authority acts as the monitor of the positional information of this personal digital 
assistant equipment 1 1 continuously, while the power source of personal digital assistant equipment 1 1 
ist:umed on (S2107). 

[0174] thus, him who used biological information whenever power-source ON of the personal digital 
assistant equipment 11 was carried out - unjust use of the personal digital assistant equipment 11 by 
others' "spoofing" can be prevented by attesting. 

[0175] in addition, him ~ a certificate authority updates the biological information which associated and 
re-registered into this customer identification number of his the biological information led from personal 
digital assistant equipment 11 as the newest biological information, and was registered beforehand, 
when authentication of the purport which is him is acquired. 

[0176] Next, authentication processing in case an authentication request is performed at the time of the 
power source ON of personal digital assistant equipment 1 1 is explained. With this operation gestalt, 
authentication processings differ according to the significance of authentication, and authentication 
prdcessing of significance A (level smallness), authentication processing of significance B (inside of 
level), and authentication processing of significance C (level size) are performed according to 
significance. The significance of authentication is determined based on the time amount concerning the 
amount of money of the goods purchased, for example, or the authentication demanded etc. 
[0177] Authentication processing of introduction and significance A is explained. If the authentication 
request of significance A is performed from personal digital assistant equipment 11a (S2108), a 
customer identification number will be sent from this personal digital assistant equipment 11a through a 
radio base station (S2109). 

[0178] A he certificate authority checks the positional information of the personal digital assistant 
equipment 11 associated previously based on the customer identification number sent from personal 
digital asisistant equipment 11a which performed the authentication request. 

[0179] moreover, this time - him — a certificate authority also acquires the positional information of 
personal digital assistant equipment 11a which performed the authentication request from a radio base

Station. And when the positional information of the personal digital assistant equipment 1 1 obtained 
from the customer identification number is compared with the positional information of personal digital 
assistant equipment 11a which performed the authentication request and both positional information is 
in agreement, the personal digital assistant equipment 11 checked from personal digital assistant 
equipment 11a which performed the authentication request, and a customer identification number is 
judged to be the same object.

[0182] and him - a certificate authority sends the authentication result obtained by doing in this way to 
the. object which needs authentication, for example, the Internet store etc. (S2110) . him according to 
others' "spoofing" when a customer identification number is stolen unjustly, and others turn into him, 
clejar up and perform an authentication request by this — authentication can be prevented. 
[0183] Next, authentication processing of significance B is explained. If the authentication request of 
significance B is performed from personal digital assistant equipment lib (S2111), a customer 
identification number will be first sent through a radio base station (S2112) from this personal digital 
assistant equipment lib. 

[0184] A he certificate authority will attest significance A which used the above-mentioned positional 
information first, if the customer identification number sent from personal digital assistant equipment 
lib which performed the authentication request is received (S2113). if authentication of the purport 
which is him is acquired here (S2113 is Yes) - him -- a certificate authority sends the directions 
information on the purport to which voice input is urged to an owner through a radio base station 
(S2114) to personal digital assistant equipment lib which requested authentication.

[0187] When both speech information specified based on the customer identification number and speech 
information sent from personal digital assistant equipment lib which performed the authentication 
request are in agreement here, it judges that personal digital assistant equipment lib to which he 
performed the authentication request is used, and the purport which is him is attested. 
[0188] When both speech information is an inequality, it judges that personal digital assistant equipment 
lib to which others performed the authentication request is used, the purport which is not him but others 
is attested, and you may make it take a stall measure on the other hand against personal digital assistant 
equipment lib which performed this authentication request. 

[0189] and him - a certificate authority sends the authentication result obtained by doing in this way to 
the object which needs authentication, for example, the Internet store etc. (S2117) . thus, him according 
to others' "spoofing" since others' voice differs from his voice even if it is the case where others stole his 
personal digital assistant equipment 11 unjustly in authentication of significance B, and carry out an 
authentication request to it using this personal digital assistant equipment 1 1 - authentication can be 
prevented. 

[0190] Next, authentication processing of significance C is explained. If the authentication request of 
significance C is performed from personal digital assistant equipment 11c (S2118), a customer 
identification number will be first sent through a radio base station (S2119) from this personal digital 
assistant equipment 1 Ic.
